BROWSING through a Paris 
bookshop two years ago, Moshe 
Mizrahi spotted a new prize- 
winner by Emile Ajar. A con- 
firmed bibliophile, he thumbed 
through a few pages and raised a 
quizzical brow. La Vie Devant Soi 
(known in English as ‘The Life In 
Front Of You") clearly dealt with 
the love a young boy feels for a 
woman named Roza. In 1972, 
Mizrahi, had earned his first

Aharon’s birth in Oran, Algeria. 

He lived to be a patriarch of 91, 
a record which, unfortunately, 
none of hia male descendants liv- 
ing in more hygienic times has yet 
matched. He came to Jaffa when 
it was a walled city; he was one of 
the first to believe that the sand 
dunes and orange groves to the 
north might be a Jewish city, and 
he was a key figure in providing 
the infrastructure for the traffic 
jam that'ls Tel Aviv today. 

Because we are in patriarch 
land, the branches of Aharon's 
sisters Hanna and Rika are by and 
large neglected. 

The family tree (and this is just 
one of several versions extant) is 
one of the many ways the family 
cultivates its roots and inatila In 
its young the importance of being 
Chelouche.

IT IS NOW high time for the 
reader to take pen and paper and 
work out a simple home version of 
the Chelouche generationa. 

Aharon's three sons were 
Avraham Hayim, Yosef Eliahu 
and Ya'acov. His three daughters 
were Rahel, who married a 
Mehudar; Jamila, who married a 
Fedida; and Sultana, who 
married a Louria. 

Another daughter, Luna, died 
without marrying. Gossip in the 
women's quarters was that Luna 
was physically disfigured and 
refused to marry, convinced that 
any man who would have her 
would be only after her money. 

There ia also a faint récord of a 
fourth son, Yosef, who died soon 
alter his wedding in 1865. 

Aharon also had two younger 
brothers who, as we shall see, did 
not survive the trip to the Holy 
Land but were lost in a shipwreck 
off the Carmel coast. Of his two 
sisters one, Hanna, married very 
well — Nissim Carasenti, of a 
family called the “Tobacco Kings 
of Algeria.‘ Nissim was born in 
Hanna’s home town of Oran where 
the family had ἃ private sayn- 
agogue. The Carasentis came 
here in 1840, the same date given 
for the Chelouches' arrival in Jaf- 
fa. 

Rika, Aharon’s other alster, 
married a man called Alter 
Louria, born in Safad and a 
descendant of the Ari. He became 
Jaffa's leading goldsmith, and 
appears In the annals of Aharon's 
branch because the Lourias have 
a double-Chelouche connection, It 
goes like this: 

Rika and Alter had four sons, 
who produced 15 grandchildren — 
considerable progeny, since Alter 
died in 1861 at the age of 24. One of 
these sons (1 am simplifying all 
this to kindergarten level) had 
four daughters and three sons; 
there are dim echoes of a fourth 
gon who left home with an Arab 
woman and was never heard of 
again. Of these three sone one, 
Yeshayu Abba, married Sultana, 
Aharon Chelouche'’s youngest 
daughter. This meana that the 
Louria descendants can look down 
upon thelr purely Chelouche cousins 
as recent upatarts since, on thelr 
father's side and by courtesy of 
their great-uncle Alter, they have 
been here for over 400 yeara. 

Soon after the wedding, and 
thanks to an enormous dowry, the 
young Lourlas went off to Cairo. 


There Yeshayu became 8 master _ 


craftsman, hecoming the 
manager of a factory that produc- 
ed the ornamental woodwork for 
King Fuad's palaces. 

Jsaachar Louria, a grandson of 
Sultana and Yeshayu, lives

NOWHERE IS the approach of the 
festival of freedom com- 
memorating the deliverance of 
the Israelites from their bondage 
In Egypt felt as atrongly 88 In 
Jerusalem's Mea Shearim. 

The quarter is unrecognizable, 
and a stranger may be forgiven 
for thinking that a tornado or a 
flood has recently awept through 
it. Outside virtually every house, 
furniture and bedding 4s piled up 
on the pavement as a thorough 
spring-cleaning goes on indoors 
and the rooms are freshly 
whitewashed. Then the head of the 
household emerges, carrying a 
huge cauldron. When this is filled 
with boiling water, his wife and 
children follow with kitchen uten- 
ails, plates and cutlery, which are 
to be plunged into the cauldron to 
be mado kasher lepessah. 

However, the chief feature ‘of 
the period up to Pessah is the bak- 
ing of the matzot. ᾿ 

According to Orthodox Jews, 
matzot should be hand-made and 
round. Indeed, that was how they 
always were until an American

Work begins two or three 
months before the festival. Water 
from the special wells is drawn 
only in the evenings. In the morn- 
ing hours, the flour is prepared 
for the baking. It is kept in sacks 
on the premises in a separate 
room isolated from other sections 
of the bakery. The water flows 
into an adjacent cubicle. Between 
the two chambers there is ancther 
cubicle just big enough for a man 
to sit in front of a bow] into which 
flour is poured from one side and 
water from the other. 

The moment the man.finishes 
kneading a batch of flour into 
dough, a mad rush against time 
begins. 

The dough is transferred like 
lightning to a corridor just in front 
of him, where long, alumnium- 
topped tables are ranged along 
each wall, Fastened to the wall 
above every table are three long, 
metal rolling-pins. Grasping the 
end of one of these, a worker rolls 
out flat one lump of dough after 
another, His first sweeps turn the

PEOPLH seeking a better understan- 
ding and appreciation of contem- 
porary art were wise If they stayed 
away from the Second Tel Aviv Inter- 
national Art Fair, which closed yeater- 
day. Last your's fair was 
a spirited evant. It was successful 
because 26 galleries from abroad joln- 
ead 40 Israeli establishments In ex- 
hibiting a variety of interesting art 
forma that provided enough quality on 
top of the quantity oxpected. There 
was 8 packed market atmosphere. 
This scason the total of exhibitions 
dropped (41 gallerica, including 13 
foreign representatives} and they 
were scattered In an overly spacious 
pavilion. The paintings, drawings, 
some sculpture and vast number of 
prints (by some 500 artists) could be 
collectively described as lusterless.
